Dear Mayor Chopping: 


My home is the Kinney House on Oth and Franklin, one of those marked with 
a historical shield, 


There is a serious problem with oressure from the hillside above that 
threatens to shove the house off its foundation, In December 1977 a water 
main broke at 7th and Franklin, causing dynamic instability of the ground 
above my home, My house moved several inches past the foundation on the 


north wall at this time, and the studio building behind the house settled 
considerably, 


Franklin Avenue in front of my home moved and buckled so badly that the City 
of Astoria placed a very large sign marked "DANGER" on the southwest corner 
of my propertye What we have here is actually a dangerous emergency that 
needs immediate attention. Otherwise this historic home may not be preserved 
intact very long for future generations to appreciate. 


Somehow the hill to the south of my property must be stabilized, or some 
other feasible solution be found to relieve the pressure of the hill against 
the south wall of my home, 


My mother and I put a lot of funds, time, energy and thought into restoring 

this home in 1962, And I think you agree that the City, the community, has 
received tangible benefits from the historic homes that have been restored 

such as yours, and mine, and the many other historic homes that grace out towne —

I checked this back with Vincent Kearney and Theresa 
Furney and she has a copy of the Dellinger Director of 
1896 and the property was listed at 1707 Franklin Avenue. 


In addition, I checked back in our records and I found a 
copy of the deed to this property dating September 18, 1880 
from A. M. Twombley and his wife. On checking further, 
I find that my grandfather became a citizen August 5, 1884 
and we have copies of his citizenship papers. 


I have been unable to determine what date the Dwelling ieee 
was constructed on this property and the name of the

The pooperty was sold to F.W. Ferguson and E.Z. Ferguson on August 6, 1885. 
At that time, Fidello would have been 30 years olde H e was a printer working 
at the Astorian under D.C. Ireland. He came to Astoria in 1873, after working on 


the Portland Bulletin with Ireland. Edward Z., a druggist, was 26 in 1885. 


On July 30, 1886, Edward sold his one-half interest in the property to Fidello. 
Then in September, 1886, the AStorian announced that the Fetgunons were buil 

a fine new residence near CApt. J.H.D. Gray's which will be occupied by the f. 
next month. Apparently, Fidello was the one who had the house built since he did 
ae ae property.

The Clatsop County Historical Advisory Committee meeting was called 


to order by the Chairman, Dr. Ed Harvey. 


In attendance were: Russell Dark, Hiram C. Johnson, Helen C. 


Griffith, Bill Foster, Dr. Ed Harvey, Carl Labiske, Ned Thorndike, Fred 
Andrus, George Fulton, Dorothy Wootton, Margaret Green. Also in attendance 
was Sam Foster from the Seaside Historical Society. 

It was moved by Russell Dark and seconded by Fred Andrus that there 
being no corrections or additions to the minutes, they stand as read. Minutes 
accepted as read. 

Chairman Ed Harvey mentioned John Chitwood, the Weinhard Portals, 
and the Astoria Fire Marker, which matters should be discussed this evening. 

With reference to the marker honoring John Chitwood, Chairman Ed 
Harvey said that Dick Thompson of the Astoria Parks Committee, asked the 
Advisory Committee to back off on this’matter until the immediate problem of 
saving the monument (Astor Column) is solved. According to Dr. Harvey this 
will probably bedout ten years. The matter was discussed by the members 
and agreed that it will be tabled until we hear further from Dick Thompson; 
however, from time to time we will check on the matter that it not be forgotten. 

George Fulton reported on the matter of the Astoria Fire marker. 

Dick Thompson and George Fulton met to discuss the matter. Nothing can be done 
at the appropriate place and the possibility has been eliminated of placing 
a plaque on the Street. They are looking into the possibility of using the 
Southwest corner of the City Parking lot, adjacent to the United States National 
Bank, which is one block from where the fire started. A slab of marble of 
the State of Oregon, similar, if not identical, with the submarine shelling 
marker on Delaura Beach Road, was suggested as a proper marker. George Fulton 
suggested that if not there, then perhaps the Southwest corner of the property

Chairman Ed Harvey mentioned to the members that he had been asked to 
present a budget to the County Budget Committee for our committee for the ensuing 
year and has made one up for $525.00 total. Commissioner Hiram Johnson 42“Look 
over the budget presented by Dr. Harvey. There may need to be some additional 
money considered, with the 200th Anniversary of the founding of our country to 
be coming along in 1976. 

Chairman Ed Harvey reported taking the two Resolutions, drawn by 
George Fulton, on recommending change of name of Elk Creek to Ecola Creek, the 
Indian name for whale, and recommending that the Sak Cairn at Seaside become a 
satellite to the Fort Clatsop National Memorial which should help to preserve 
the salt cairn for the future, to Portland with him and delivered them in 
person. A letter has since been received from Elizabeth Walton, telling us the 
two matters had been presented, voted upon, and approved. ) . 

Chairman Ed Harvey reported on the two boys who have been working on 
marking the houses for the mini districts, and noted their estimated expenditures 
at $13.50 each or $27.00 total for processing, to take front and side view of each 
house and $2.50 for gasoline. 

The report ey made of the setting aside and eventual setting up of 
Fort Stevens as a memorial, which work is being done by the 249th Coast 
Artillery. They have requested money to go out and find artifacts and replace- 
ment of guns, etc., for the Fort. 

Fred Andrus asked if they weren't trying for the old guardhouse 
building for a museum. This will be a joint function of the Bi-Centennial 
Committee—and the 249th Coast artillerys/£6" o"bring | Fort Stevens back to life 
and make it a park. They have heard nothing of Wendell presenting it yet. 

Mention was made that several of the people, who had been approached 
as possible members of the. committee, have asked if they are really to become 
members of the committee since they had heard nothing further.

After two successful years of summer theater in the Gearhart Hotel 
ConventionHall, banking more than $0,000 with the First National Bank 
of Seaside, the association, in June, 1969, spawned a year-round 
community theater project, the Lewis and Clark Civic Theater,with 
emphasis upon local acting and directing, geared to develop local 
interest and creativity in allied theater arts with productions to 
interest all age groups. Housed in the old Riviera movie house near the 
Astoria waterfront, it is gradually being renovated with help of civic’ 

oups. This gress roots program has strmgthened drama.interest in 
"live" theater, and is fostering local talents in acting, directing, 
management, business exoerience in theater production. 


The association, working with a creative fourth grade teacher of 

Gearhart school, has helped to develop a novel teaching technique designed 
to interest American young in U.S. history.
